1989 Miles Per Hour 


LOS ANGELES, 
Dec. 
29 — 
(AP) — An Air Force plane re­ 
portedly has flown 1989 miles per 
hour—three times the speed of 
sound. 
Thai’s the new record of the 
Air Force’s X -l rocket plane, 
say s the Los Angeles Times’ avi­ 
ation editor, Marvin Miles.

Lies Ahead,

Tempered Optimism, Is 
Sec. Sawyer's Advice; 
Experts Agree 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29— (UP) 
— The nation’s top government 
and industry economists 
today 
predicted a prosperous business 
outlook for the coming y ear. 
Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawy er 
reported to 
President 
Truman that business prospects 
for the immediate future are good 
if taken with “well-tempered op­ 
timism.” 
A bevy of private experts a- 
greed. Most said the first half of 
1950 will be especially prosper­ 
ous. 
The optimistic forecasts, coup­ 
led with a growing list of an­ 
nouncements of price cuts, bright­ 
ened the new y ear outlook for 
consumers. 
Lower prices were announced 
on a wide range of items, includ­ 
ing milk, soap and television sets. 
Mr. Sawy er said that 
“pros­ 
pects for our immediate future 
are good” but that some factors 
“indicate the wisdom of a tem­ 
pered optimism. 
“Many businessmen, although 
still operating at fairly high lev­ 
els, are suffering a substantially 
reduced profit margin,” he said. 
“These reduced earnings 
make 
continued expansion of plant and 
equipment somewhat less attrac­ 
tive . . .” 
But on the whole, he said, “our 
economy is essentially sound.” 
A survey conducted by the 
Commerce and Industry Associ­ 
ation of New York showed that 
many New York business execu­

Departm ent what they intend to 
do ab ou t it,” said Senator Bu tler 
(R-Neb ). 
Rep. H. Carl Anderson 
(R- 
Minn) wired Secretary of Agri­ 
cu ltu re Brannan complaining of 
“chaos” in the egg m ark et b e­ 
cau se of w hat he called gov ern­ 
m ent inaction. 
Produ cers in his 
district, the lawm ak er said, “are 
losing approx im ately $15 ,000 daily 
b ecau se there is no estab lished 
m ark et for eggs.” 
Brannan has annou nced that 
an ¿gg-su pport program will con­ 
tinu e nex t y ear, aiming at an 
av erage price to the farm er of 37 
cents a dozen for all eggs—eight 
cents b elow the national av erage 
sou ght this y ear. 
Until recently the Agricu ltu re 
Departm ent has b een su pporting 
prices u nder an order from Con­ 
gress 
b y b u y ing “nest-ru n u n­ 
graded” eggs at ab ou t 35 cents a 
dozen and conv erting them into 
dried eggs which cou ld b e stored. 
Remov al of these lower grade 
eggs from the retail m ark et tend­ 
ed to k eep the prices of b etter 
eggs high. 
Bu t the Agricu ltu re 
Departm ent is try ing to 
figu re 
ou t what to do with the nearly 
$90,000,000 
worth of the dried 
eggs it now has on hand.

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One More Committee 
A recommendation by a Cleveland business 
engineer, Robert Heller for improving th e effic­ 
iency of Congress deserves to be treated tenderly . 
But it won’t be. 
Every th ing in th e United States is supposed to 
be subject to endless improvement in th e way of 
efficiency —every th ing but Congress. 
Business­ 
men, manufacturers and just run-of-mine citi­ 
zens are supposed to make th emselves more ef­ 
ficient day by day to cover inflated operating 
costs, including tax es. Even th e ex ecutive branch 
of th e federal government h as been advised to 
make itself more efficient, as th e result of an act 
of Congress. But only Congress can do any th ing 
about its own inefficiency . 
One of Mr. Heller’s ideas on th at score is th at 
Congress sh ould objectify its problems by creat­ 
ing a joint standing committee to keep itself un­ 
der continuous survey . Th ere it is—anoth er com­ 
mittee. 
Th e story from th at point on h as been 
told so many times it’s th readbare. You create a 
committee to do th us and so. Th e committee does 
th us and so. But noth ing h appens. So y ou create 
a committee to see wh at h appened to th e first 
committee. And anoth er committee to see wh at 
h appened to th e second committee. And finally a 
committee to make a study of all committees— 
with th e result th at th e committee reports th ere 
are too many committees, wh ereupon someone sets 
up a committee to get rid of some of th e old com­ 
mittees so some new committees can be appointed. 
Happy New Year to Mr. Heller, by unanimous 
adoption of a resolution now pending before th e 
felicitations committee. 


Clue to the Brannan Plan 
Th ere is a mistaken impression th at th e Bran- 
ran plan for agriculture is being opposed by some 
farm organizations because th ey h ave revolted 
against th e subsidy policy of a welfare state. Th e 
opposite is true. 
Th e Brannan plan is being opposed because 
of misgivings about its effect on subsidy pay ­ 
ments, not because of opposition to th e pay ments. 
Th e American Farm Federation, foi^ex ample, h as 
been giving wide publicity to a comparison by 
Representative Albert Gore of Tennessee. 
Re­ 
presentative Gore, speaking before th e recent 
annual meeting of th e federation, compared th e 
prospect of ch eap food and h igh subsidies under 
th e Brannan plan with wh at would h appen if th e 
federal government subsidized ch eap automobiles. 
“Just let automobile prices find th eir level 
in th e market place, as Secretary of Agriculture 
Brannan say s we sh ould do with farm commodi­ 
ties,” Representative Gere proposed. “To be sure, 
th is would mean th at th e automobile manufac­ 
turers would h ave to reduce wages but we could 
tell th e workers in th e automobile factories not 
to worry about th eir wages, ex actly as Secretary 
Brannan tells farmers not to worry about h ow 
low farm prices would go in th e market place 
under h is plan.” 
If potatoes were selling at a dollar a h undred­ 
weigh t in th e market in oth er words, it would 
occur to tax pay ers to wonder wh y th e subsidy 
price was twice th at h igh . Or if a new car cost only 
$1,000 at th e dealer’s, buy ers would wonder wh y 
th e government subsidy price was $2,000. Th e 
Brannan plan, it seems, h as carried th e idea of 
subsidies so far th at it’s in danger of carry ing it 
to th e point of absurdity . 


Welcome To The FBI 
May be Attorney General McGrath ’s ex cuse for 
putting th e FBI into th e case of th e near-bombing 
of th e auto workers* h eadq uarters is a little th in. 
But we're glad th ey 're in. Every one remembers 
th e sordid, sh ocking details of th is story . It began 
with a sh otgun attempt on th e life of Walter 
Reuth er, president of th e United Automobile 


Workers. Th e nex t ch apter was a similar attack 
upon h is broth er, Victor, also a union afficiaL 
Now we read of th e plan to bomb union h ead­ 
q uarters in Detroit, presumably in h ope of catch ­ 
ing th e Reuth ers in th e building.; 
It wouldn’t be fair to reflect on th e police work 
in th is case so far, as no outsider can be sure wh at 
obstacles may confront th e local auth orities. But 
certainly th is vicious campaign against th e Reuth ­ 
ers h as gone too far to be viewed calmly by any ­ 
body . 
Th us, we sh ould all welcome th e FBI’s 
entry into th e case. Let’s h ope th ey pursue th e 
brutal Reuth er assailants with all th e relentless 
vigor th ey normally display . Th ey must be caugh t 
before th ey h ave a ch ance to act again. 


Above Reproach 
Ush er L. Burdick, a member of th e House of 
Representatives from North Dakota, apparently 
knows th e score. Because th ere are many Ameri­ 
cans wh o lately h ave revealed th ey don’t know it, 
in connection with th e conviction and jailing of 
two former h ouse members for betray ing th e pub­ 
lic trust, th ey sh ould be interested in Representa­ 
tive Burdick’s point of view. 
He th inks congressmen sh ould be above re­ 
proach . He th inks th e people are in danger of 
getting th e idea th at all congressmen are crooks 
because a couple h ave turned out to be crooks. 
He th inks th e way to remove th is impression is 
for congressmen to work a little h arder to prove 
th ey ’re irreproach ably h onest. And one way to 
do th is is not to be careless about such th ings as 
h iring people for me government pay roll wh o 
don’t perform any service. 
Representative Burdick say s h e h as turned 
back part of th e $12,500 h e is allowed to spend for 
office h elp. If h e doesn’t need it, h e doesn’t spend 
it. Th is is an absurdly simple ex ample of fun­ 
damental h onesty . 
It may strike some oth er 
members of Congress as simple to th e point of 
naivete. 
But to th em and to th ose wh o would 
th ink th e same way if th ey were in Congress it 
may be pointed out th at wh at th e United States 
needs is about a th ousand simple ex amples of 
fundamental h onesty in government righ t now to 
counteract th e bad taste of fundamental dish on­ 
esty th at is th reatening to turn th e American 
dream into an American nigh tmare.

“Hog p rodu ction has been one 
of the largest, and with large 
nu mbers p rodu ced, p rices hav e 
materially lowered. Hou sewiv es 
hav e benefited greatly by in­ 
creased p ork p u rchases at mu ch 
lower cost.

“Liv e hogs are selling at less 
than half what good to choice 
fat cattle are bringing on the 
mark ets, and for two thirds of 
the p rice of ju st mediu m finished 
fat cattle.” 
Mr. Anderson said, “Good q u al­ 
ity beef was p rodu ced in larger 
v olu me, with more corn, bu t not 
su fficiently large to meet the 
heav y demands of the best con­ 
su ming trade. Becau se of this^ 
demand, good and choice beef 
cu ts remained relativ ely high 
throu ghou t 
19 49 . 
Fu rther 
in­ 
crease in nu mbers of fed cattle 
for 19 50 will lik ely see some gen­ 
eral lowering of beef p rices to 
consu mers. 
With light su p p lies 
of v eal calv es, which were sev en 
p er cent less than last y ear, and 
less lambs also, these p rodu cts 
will most lik ely continu e in res­ 
tricted q u antities and at strong 
p rices,” he said. 


REVIEWING the p rice situ a­ 
tion, and p rosp ecting the trend 
throu gh 19 50, R. Q. Smith, sec­ 
retary of the association, said, 
“We fou nd 19 49 a fairly good 
y ear for farmers and stock men. 
Howev er, lowering of v alu es of 
farm p rodu cts sold comp ared 
with the p rev iou s two y ears, and 
with higher wages p aid labor and 
cost of manu factu red p rodu cts 
continu ing high, we find the mar­ 
gin of earnings and sav ings con­ 
siderably less for most farm 
folk s. 
“The cash receip ts from liv e­ 
stock were some 11 p er cent less 
in 19 49 than in 19 48, ev en thou gh 
there were some 14 p er cent 
more hogs, abou t the same su p ­ 
p ly of cattle, bu t some less v eal 
and lambs. Income from crop s 
sold av eraged sev en p er cent 
less. 
“Gross farm income was down 
10 p er cent comp ared with 1948. 
The net income to farmers, be-

cau se of higher op erating ex ­ 
p ense anu cost of su p p lies, av er­ 
aged 16 p er cent less in 19 49 than 
19 48,” Smith said. 
“It is rep orted by ru ral eco­ 
nomists of the cou ntry that an 
additional loss of abou t the same 
p er cent of net income may be 
ex p ected by farm folk s du ring 
19 50,” Smith adds. 
“This is du e in p art to heav y 
p rodu ction of most all food p ro­ 
du cts. inclu ding p ork , which will 
be some six to eight p er cent 
higher in 19 50 than in 19 49 , and 
to slower lecession of p rices on 
su p p lies that farm folk s bu y . In 
the ov er-all p ictu re, it is estimat­ 
ed that the gross income to the 
av erage farmer will be some 10 
p er cent less again in 19 50 than 
it was in 19 49 .” Smith said. 


“THERE ARE BRIGHT sp ots 
ahead,” Smith added. “We may 
ex p ect to see reasonably good 
conditions, 
bu t 
circu mstances 
will req u ire efficient op erations, 
the best of management, and 
av oidance of leak s and losses. 
The 
increasing 
p op u lation of 
more than one million p eop le 
p er y ear, if adeq u ately fed, will 
req u ire all of ou r p rodu ction of 
liv estock and other 
food 
su p ­ 
p lies. 
“To meet the annu al increase 
of one million p eop le in this 
cou ntry and to p rov ide these 
folk s with the av erage p er cap ita 
p ork and p ork p rodu cts of 70 
p ou nds each y ear will req u ire 
an additional 400,000 hogs of 


av erage desirable mark et weight 
of 200 p ou nds. Lik ewise, the Am­ 
erican p eop le will req u ire cor­ 
resp onding increases in beef, v eal 
and lamb.” 
“In this land of p lenty , we may 
find seriou s shortages ahead, u n­ 
less adju stments and balances 
are cared for,” he said. 
“The

health of ou r p eop le and the wel­ 
fare of ou r nation.”
